ONDON, Oct. 19.—Soclalieam is 

sweeping over Europe and is 

now the biggest factor in Eu- 
ropean politics. The Soctalists are 
influencing the whole course of war 
and they intend and are determined 
to play a big part in making peace. 
There is not a single European bel- 
ligerent which even today has not 
its Socialistic problem, or to put it 
more accurately, whom Socialigm 
is mot its greatest problem. In at 
least four countries—Ruasia, Ger- 
many, France and Italy—the Social- 
ists have precipitated an acute po- 
litical crisis, while in other coun- 
tries the passivity of the Socialists 
must be interpreted as a sign of 
weakness or somnolism. 

There is now no longer any real 
attempt made to stop or fight the 
movement, but all efforts are now 
directed toward keeping it in bounds. 

IN RUSSIA. 

In Russia the radicals of 1916 
have become the extreme eonserva- 
tives of 1917. Milukoff, who de- 
throned the Czar by his Duma) 
speech, is now classed as much too 
conservative for a country where 
the sweep toward the Left ran al- 
most into anarchy. In Germany the 
government attempted to stop So- 
clalism and now the government is 
tottering. Not only the Socialist but 
also the Liberal press is calling down 
indignation upon Michaelis, Cappel 
and Helfferich. Buelow has been re- 
called to Berlin and the politicians 
forecast the return of the Chancel- 
lor, who back in 1908, told the 
Kaiser he must talk with greater 
reserve and suffered political ban- 
ishment for his warning. 

OVERWHELMING VOTE. 

By an overwhelming vote the 
Socialist conference at Wuerzberg 
has just decided that its Reichstag 


representatives must unite every 
move toward peace. Like every 
other people, the Germans are 


anxious to get a victorious peace out 
of the war and trust in the power 
of the classes now ruling to check 
the Left-ward movement by prom- 
ising successes in the east which 
will permit them to make conces- 
sions In the west. 

They are assuring the people that 
the western powers will not remain 
faithful to Russla, because the lat- 
ter has not fulfilled her obligations. 

Unlike the majority of Russian So- 
clalists, who in their anxiety for 
peace are trying to cripple the war 
machine, the French Socialists are 
making their campaign upon a vig- 
orous prosecution of the war. The 
Bordeaux Socialist Congress author- 
ized ita members to enter any min- 
istry, offering guarantees to prose- 
cute the war energeti¢ally. 

ITALIAN SITUATION. 

The opening session of the Italian 

chamber was enlivened by a Soclal-

WITH AMERICAN SHIP. 


Convoy of Naval Patrol Vessels Fails 


to Save Antilles from Destruction 


by an Enemy Torpedo.

Antilles, homeward bound under convoy, was 


Oct. 19.—The American Army transport 


and sunk by a German submarine in the war zone Wednesday. 
About seventy men are missing and probably lost. 


All army and navy officers aboard and the ship's master 


were among the 167 survivors. The missing are members of 
the crew, three civilian engineers, some enlisted men of the navy 
and sixteen of thirty-three soldiers returning home for various 
reasons. Neither the submarine nor the torpedo were seen and the 
transport, hit squarely amidships, sank in five minutes. 


“This tragedy of the sea, the first in which an American chip 


engaged in war duty has been lost, is the first of its magnitude 
to bring home to the people of the United States the rigors of 
the war in which they have engaged against Germany, said ad- 
It carries the largest casualty list 
of the war of American lives and marks the first success of Ger- 
man submarine attacks on American transports. |

DANIELS’S STATEMENT. 


Secretary Daniels authorized the following announcement: 
“The Department is in receipt of a dispatch from Vice- 


Admiral Sims, which states that the steamship Antilles, an army 
transport, was torpedoed on October 17, while returning to this 
country from foreign service. This vessel was under convoy of 
American patrol vessels at the time. 


"The torpedo which struck the Antilles was not seen, nor 


was the submarine which fired it. The torpedo hit abreast of 
the engine-room bulkhead and the ship sank within five minutes. 
One hundred and sixty-seven persons out of about 237 on board 
the Antilles were saved. About seventy men are missing.

As a result of the slaying, Mayor 
Thomas B. Smith, a number of poli- 
ticilans and several policemen are 
under bail charged with conspiracy 
to murder and violation * the elec- 
tion laws. 

FROM THE CONFESSION. 

Little Niek,““ said the confes-

MAYOR IMPLICATED. 

Mayor Thomas B. Smith, Police 
* David Bennett, Mercan- 
tile Appraiser Isaac Deutsch and 
five policemen, together with five 
New York gunmen imported to help 
carry the primary election by thug- 
gery, are awaiting trial. Testimony 
given at the hearing of Mayor Smith 
and his co-defendants showed that 
eighteen gunmen were hired in New 
York by representatives of the fac- 
tion of the Republican party with 
which Mayor Smith and Congress- 
man William 8S. Vare are allied. 

As an aftermath of the hearing, 
warrants were issued for five officials 
of the Philadelphia Press on charges 
of libel preferred by Senator Edwin 
H. Vare, a brother of Congressman 
Vare. The Press officials entered 
bail for trial. 

The Vare brothers are the dom- 
Inant power in the faction of the 
Republican party which controls the 
machinery of the city government. 
They are credited with the election 
of Gov. Brumbaugh and Mayor 
Smith. Senator Vare is one of the 
leaders of his party in the State 
Legislature. 

SHOT TO DEATH. 
On September 18, primary election 
day, when Eppley was shot to death 
by “Butch” Mascia, there was on 
foot a bitter fight between the Re- 
publican factions for control of the 
party machinery of the Fifth Ward, 
known as the “Bloody Fifth.”

tim stood over the prostrate form 
of Carey as the gunman fired. Care) 
was the leader of the faction controll- 
ing the “Bloody Fifth.” According 
to testimony at the trial, the gunmen 
were to do the rough work necessary 
to wrest control of the Fifth Ward 
from Carey, but in this they were 
unsuccessful, as the count of votes 
showed Carey still the leader. 

The city has been aroused from Its 
political apathy by the murder of 
Eppley, and the consequent revela- 
tions at the hearing of Mayor Smith. 
A new organization known as the 
“Town Meeting party” has been 
formed to oust the Republican partv 
from power in city affairs. Eminent 
men have accepted nominations from 
the Town, Meeting party in the hope 
of redeeming the city political bri- 
gands, who stop short of nothing 
criminal to keep the machinery of 
the city government in their hands. 
The police and city detectives are be- 
ing used to intimidate those who 
signed the legal papers necessary to 
file nominations for candidates of 
the Town Meeting party. Two men 
have been arrested on trumped-up 
charges for their part in the inde- 
pem¥§ient movement.

AMERICAN AIRMAN 
KILLS GERMAN PILOT.

HEADQUARTERS OF THE LA- 
FAYETTE ESCADRILLE ON THE 
FRENCH FRONT, Oct. 19.—Lieut. 


Raoul Lufbery of Connecticut, mem- 
ber of the Lafayette escadrille, 
fought the latest fight, in which he 
brought down a German. machine 
(reported yesterday as his thirt- 
eenth) at an altitude of 5000 yards 
and directly over the trenches. 

When it was first seen by Lieut. 
Lufberry the German airplane was 
several hundred yards above him, 
but by making a wide detour and 
climbing at a sharp angle the Amer- 
ican was able to make a near ap- 
proach to the German biplane be- 
fore being discovered. The German 
pilot was killed at the first burst 
of fire from Lufberry’s machine 
gun, and the enemy returned the 
fire despite the fact that his pilot 
had been killed and that his own 
death was imminent. One bullet 
from the German machine punc- 
tured the radiator of Lufbery’s 
monoplane and lodged in the car- 
buretor, so that he was compelled 
to land immediately. 

Except for the fact that a strong 
wind had been blowing in the di- 
rection of the German Unes, the 
weather of the last few days has 
been ideal for flying. and members 
of the Lafayette squadron have been 
busily engaged. While on a low pa- 
trol protecting a photographic, ma- 
chine, Sergt.

VENTURA, Oct. 19.—A brush fire 
swept. over the hilsides north of the 
valley yesterday, and, driven by a 
terrifié east wind, threatened many 
ranches and endangered the State 
School for Girls. Mrs. G. M. Wer- 
mann, superintendent, had an effi- 
lent corps of fire fichters on guard 
all through the night, taking every 
precaution by thoroughly soaking 
with water the buildings and 
grounds. The fire, which started in 
41% Canyon, was of unknown 
origin.

“Setos” Here to Load Red 
Cross Goods for Front. 


Unfamiliar Mission. 


Steamer s Now Operated by 
American Government. 
* * 

Under the Stars and Stripes of a 
free nation, instead of the three bars 
of an autocracy, the former German 
liner Setos put into Los Angeles Har- 
bor yesterday to load two ambu- 
lances and 1200 tons of Red Cross 
gods for use “somewhere in France.” 

One of the ambulances was bought 
by subscription of members of the 
California Club; the other was pur- 
chased through the sale of Red 
Cross Rosles. 

Now known as the Itasca, the old 
German liner is the first government 
vessel to put into this port. It is ex- 
pected to depart from Municipal

Since the line suspend- 
ed service American bottoms have 
been carrving much of the cargo 
to and from South American ports. 
and developing a new outlet for 
American products.

He will give 
you more knowledge, but if you know 
you ought to be a Christian and 
you sit there and don't be a Chris- 
tian, you will never get another 
speck as long as you live. If you 
want to know, that's knowledge. 
Then live up to that light. Do what 
God tells you to do and by doing it 
He will give you more light.

A lot of 
you fellows have gat around and 
Waited for light. You poor fools, 
sou will never get it until you use 
what light you have. 

In your day or mine we hear them 
say, “I take nothing on trust; I find 
out everything myself;" and they 
consider people of faith weak- 
brained, over-credulous soils, that 
never use the reason God gives them. 
But to the reasonable, faith, belief, 
the acceptance of truth on the au- 
thority of others, is the basis of our 
judgments, our conclusions, our rea- 
soning. I hold that a man who yields 
to God's wil? uses his reason, and 
that a man who does not yield does 
not use his reason. You can't con- 
vict a man of a crime and you can’t 


jliberate him on a charge, except on 


the testimony of others. Our busi- 
ness system, everything, is bullt on 
faith. You can’t plant a seed with- 
out faith. You can’t do it. 

I have never been in Rome, but 
I can tell you of her streets, of 
the Coliseum, of St. Peter's, on the 
testimony of others. 

I have never been in Egypt, but I 
can tell you of her pyramids, of the 
river Nile, and of the Sphinx on the 
testimony of others. I would be 4 
fool to stand up here and say that 1 
didn’t believe in it because I have 
never seen it. You can't turn around 
that you are not bound to believe 
the testimony of others. You can't 
do it 1 didn’t live in the days of 
Jesus and of the aposties, but I be- 
lieve and I accept the Gospel as au- 
thentic history, on the testimony of 
others. 


WOMEN’S WORK, 
~ WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


BY ALMA WHITAKER. 


Leslie Henry did not give an im- 
pression of having bombs and hand 
grenades concealed about hia per- 
son when Mrs. Andrew 8. Lobingier 
introduced him to speak at the Fri- 
day Morning Club yesterday morn- 
ing. But he certainly waded in and 
slaughtered our self-esteem. 

“Only 4 per cent. of our citizens 
subscribed to the first Liberty 
Loan,” he said. “Three hundred 
and sixty of them were responsible 
for $700,000 out of our allotment. 
Do you know we have a card index 
at headquarters in which the name 
of every subscriber to that loan, and 
his measure of patriotism according 
to his means, is carefully noted? 
And do you know that hundreds, 
yes, hundreds of our prominent men 
and women in prosperous circum- 
stances are not on that list? 

“In two minutes I can check the 
name of any citizen in Southern 
California and measure the extent 
of his patriotism. 

“T can give you the names of per- 
sons — $100,000 who bought one 
$100 bo 

9 on tell you of a man who de- 
clared from a public platform ‘Give 
me liberty or death’ who never sub- 
scribed a cent. 

“And I can tell you the names of 
hard-working girls in department 
stores and factories who bought one 
and two $1900 bonds. : 

“Suppose we heard that the men 


° 


of them? Well, we have men here 


who will not subscribe to the Lib-. 


erty Loan because the government 
will not give them 6 per cent. in- 
stead of 4 per cent. 

“Those soldiers don't choose 
whether they will fight. Neither 
can we, whom they are protecting, 
choose if we will loan our money. 
Loan it, on the inviolable security 
of the United States, of 100,000,000 
American citizens—security that se- 
cures the very wedding ring on your 
fingers. 

“Our soldiers may not all come 
back. They risk their lives. Every 
cent of our money loaned to our 
government will come back. How 
dare we hesitate?“ 

Following Mr. Henry's talk the 
club voted unanimously to add $1000 
to its subscription, making $15,000 
that the club will be responsible for 
all together. 

Mrs. Herbert Cable was the next 
speaker, giving an illuminating sur- 
vey of the mobilization of women's 
services in this war, reminding her 
hearers how the National Federation 
of Women's Clubs offered the ma- 
chinery of ita organizations to the 
President immediately upon the dec- 
laration of war. The mobilized 
women in the many organizations 
amount to seven million, she stated. 
Thus the great woman-power of the 
nation had been recognized—the 
tragedy of the war had liberated a 
tremendous power for the future. 

Mrs. Shelley Tolhurst spoke for 
forty minutes in that lightly pro- 
found vein that holds the interest 


of an audience on the qui vive for 


more. She explained the war as 4 
collision between two paramount 


ideals——on the one side are the max- 
ims that “might is right,” that “the 
end justifies the means,” and that 
“to the victor the spoils;” and on 
the other that right is might,“ that 
the consent of all nations, great and 
small, is essential to their own 
proper government, that, in short, 
democracy must supersede autoc- 
racy for all time. 

The two luncheon speakers talked 
on the constructive work of the 
local immigration department. Miss 
Ruby Baughman took the educa- 
tional side of the work and Miss E. 
Barnwell, speaking for Mrs. Frank 
Gibson, gave contrete instances of 
work achieved, Particularly illumi- 
nating was her account of the revo- 
lutionary spirit In the local Russian 
colony, their resentment of the reg- 
istration order and their hopeless 
misconception of the state of affairs 
through their ignorance of the Eng- 
lish language. To these went the 
society's Interpreters, giving careful 
explanations and inspiration, with 
the result that all registered and a 
serious disaffection was avoided. In 
Arizona, where no such forethought 
was taken, the Russians are serving 
sentences in jail. 

“Not by proxy, but by proximity,

WAR FORCES RAILROAD 
TO BUILD CARS HERE. 


SED almost exclusively in the 
past for repair work, the shops 
of the Southern Pacific Rail- 


cause of war-time necessity, are now 
to be utilized for a construction pro- 
gramme entalling an expenditure of 
$5,800,000. 

Announcement of the plaas de- 
cided upon by officials of the com- 
pany was made yesterday by W. II. 
Whalen, superintendent of the Los 
Angeles division. Work in the fill- 
ing of the gigantic contract already 
has been commenced. 

New equipment which will be 
manufactured at the local shops in- 
cludes 2000 box cars for general 
freight service, 2400 Pacific fruit 
express cars and three locomotives. 
The manufacture of thirty-six ca- 
booses has just been completed and 
turned over to the operating de- 
partment of the road. 

Only the extraordinary condition 
resulting from the war has com- 
pelled the use of the local shops for 
purposes, In the past 


it has been the general policy of 
the Southern Pacific to vurchase 
much of its rolling stock from com- 
panies which specialized in various 
lines of railroad equipment. 

With the demands brought about 
by the war practically all of these 
companies have been behind in or- 
dérs for over a year, with little hope 
for changed conditions in the near 
future. Faced by such a situation 
the officials of the road decided to 
enter the manufacturing field and 
the beginning of work in the Los 
Angeles * is one of the early 
steps. 

The undertaking marks the first 
attempt to manufacture on anything 
like a pretentious scale on the Pa- 
cific Coast by the Southern Pacific 
The shops, according to the state-. 
ment mad by Superintendent 
Whalen are turning out ten box cars 
a day.

BULLETS TO WIN 


Field Man of National Food 
Administration Here. 


Will Organize a “Legion of 
Life” Among Women. 


Rlan Parade of Housewives 
Here in November. 


James H. Andrews, national field 
representative of the United States 
food administration, arrived in Los 


Angeles yesterday and is registered 
at the Alexandria. Mr. Andrews will 
be in the city for several days, and 
will aid in establishing the local food 
consevation committee in co-ordi- 
nating their body with the plans of 
the national organization. 

He will also assist in the prepara- 
tions for the nation-wide food-con- 
servation week which will begin Oc- 
tober 28 and continue until Satur- 
day, November 3. The purpose being 
to enlist a great army of women 
in what will be known as “The Le- 
gion of Life,” as opposed to the 
Movement among the Russian wom- 
en of organizing the “Legion of 
Death.” These women cut off their 
hair and went to the trenches to 
help win the war; the American 
women will put on their aprons, roll 
up their sleeves and so conserve the 
food that is used in their households 
that their husbands, sons, brothers 
and sweethearts in France will be so 
well fed that they can do their 
mightiest to conquer the world's 
common enemy. 


BREAD, NOT BULLETS. 


In discussing the national and in- 
ternational food situation as it af- 
fects America, Mr. Andrews said: 
“This war will be won with bread, 
not bullets. The nation that can 
keep well fed will be victorious. 
Famine is to be the factor that will 
finally decide this war, and if Amer- 
ica wants to be on the winning side 
she must see to ft that her Allies are 
kept free from want. 

“We are asking the people to re- 
sort to wheatless days, meatless 
lays and to substitute vegetable oils 
in cooking for butter fats. The rea- 
son we ask them to substitute corn 
for wheat in the making of bread 
is not because we do not wish to 


t because one shipload of wheat 
has the food value of three ship- 
loads of corn. Ships are scarce and 
must take great risks to cross the 
submarine and mine-infested seas, 
so that we must transport as much 
food. as possible in the few ships 
that are available. If we observe 
the meatless days we can send more 
meat to Europe and thus strengthen 
our allies. They are holding the line 
while we prepare and our first obli- 
gation is to keep them physically fit 
till we get into the game. 

“Butter fats are particularly es- 
sential to the sustenance of men do- 
ing the hard work of fighting in the 
trenches and if we will only save 
the butter that goes up in smoke in 
the frying pan we can send them all 
the butter fats they need. We have 
an abundant supply of vegetable oils 
and for cooking purposes this oll is 
preferable to butter. 

“PETTY GRAFTING.” 

In discussing the high range of 
retail prices now prevailing, Mr. An- 
@rews said that there is a day of 
reckoning in store for those who 
were attempting to profit by the pre- 
valling conditions. The task of or- 
genizing a nation of 100,000,000 
people is a huge one,” said Mr. An- 
drews, but it will be accomplished 
im a very short time, and all this 
petty grafting will be stopped.” 

Mr. Andrews has just completed 
the trip across the continent. He 
comes here from San Francisco, 
where he spent a few days confer- 
ring with the Food Conservation 
Committee of that city. He has 
been in Washington, Oregon and 
Nevada, and upon his leaving here 
will go direct to Washington. 

The local committee of women 
working on food conservation -will 
be asked to organize a parade for 
a day early in November, in which all 
housewives in Los Angeles will be 
asked to participate. He will also 
appoint a man here to organize the 
mien in the food conservation move- 
ment. This man will have the title 
of local food director, and will work 
in harmony with the women's com- 
mittee and aid them in furthering 
the splendid work they are doing.

IAT CURRENCY. 

Our friend, Mr. R. M. Widney, of Pa 
coima, Cal, writes to The Times that he 
hag solved the problem of marketing the 

iberty Bonds and financing the war. Sim- 
plicityy that dominating feature of all great 


inventions, is characteristic qf the formula | 


of the Widney plan; all that is required is 
to “Make the Liberty Bonds a legal ten- 
der.” He enlarges on this theme with the 
assertion that “By making the bonds a 
legal tender at face value and accrued in- 
terest there would be no necessity to ask 
the public to subscribe for them. Being a 
legal tender, the government would pay 
them out for all war supplies and expenses, 
also pay them direct to the Allies as loans.” 

Ha-ha! The government might pay out 
the bonds as money for supplies, but how 
about redeeming them? They would be 
sent adrift, backed only by moral support, 
disinherited, forced to move on like the 
Wandering Jew until the end of time. The 
government could redeem them only with 
other notes, for the gold and silver now on 
hand is pledged to the redemption of cur- 
rency outstanding. If Friend Widney’s plan 
were practicable, if the issue of flat money 
is all that is required, why are we called 
upon to pay government taxes? Why is the 
government placing an onerous tax burden 
on the labor and the industry of the na- 
tion; why tax our incomes and our estates, 
our work and our recreation when a few 
billion greenbacks, issued at only the cost 
of printing, would finance the war? 

Mr. Widney’s plan would bring about the 
greatest inflation ever known in this coun- 
try and would make Billy Bryan's free- 
silver idea look like 30 cents. 

In gxtolling the virtves of his scheme 
Mr. Widney avers that “This is somethin: 
new.” But, alas, “there is nothing new 
under the sun;” least of all in the line of 
creating wealth by arbitrary decree in a 
country that has given birth to “Sockless 
Jerry” Simpson and William Jennings Bry- 
an. Fiat money was a fetich of Populism 
in the days when the United States was 
still a fourth-rate power. The Times has 
already explained that the present war is 
a war based on credits; but those credits 
must in turn be based on something tan- 
gible. Before the government ld equi- 
tably make the Liberty Bonds a legal ten- 
der it would have to arrange to have on 
hand something other than fiat money with 
which to redeem them. in other words, 
if the government would first levy a tax 


of eleven billion dollars, it could then issue 


the Liberty Bonds as legal tender and re- 
deem them with the tax money so collect- 
ed. But that would be tantamount to financ- 
ing the war on a cash basis, the very thing 
the government and the governed alike are 
seeking to avoid. es 

In its last analysis the credit of the gov- 
ernment, when it is not backed by some 
thing tangible, is a fictitious credit. The 
wealth of the country is not in public, but 
in private, hands. The whole plan of the 
Liberty Bond issue is to open the great 
well of national credit from the bottom. 
It involves a plan of liquid credits which 
is distributed over the whole of the na 
tion. To issue fiat money at this time is 
to open the well of credit at the top; it is 
forcing water above its own level — and 
that can only be accomplished through the 
application of extraneous force. 
Merchants and tradesmen in Los Angeles 
and elsewhere are already entering into 
agreements among themselves to accept 
Liberty Bond certificates as legal tender in 
payments for merchandise and in settling 
accounts. This plan is feasible and com- 
mendatory, for the reason that the mer 
chant gives something tangible in return 
for the bonds. Each merchant is increasing 
the liquid credit of the nation by extend- 
ing it to his stock of merchandise. But 
for the government to turn loose eleven 
billion interest-bearing bonds, »lacing them 
on the same basis as other currency that 
bears no interest—such action would lead 
to an inflation and consequent depreciation 
of Federal currency that would shake the 
financial structure of the entire nation. 


OVES OF WAR AND PEACE, , 

Perhaps the dove of peace will be the 
first hydroairplane that shall fly across the 
Atlantic. The thousands of airplanes now 
In process of construction in the United 
States and which will be completed in four 
or five months can be sent to England on 
board ships, put together there and be 
ready for a flight over Germany by May. 
But if those airships can be constructed to 
cross the ocean, as is now claimed, the war, 
which is now devastating the world, will 
come to a sudden end, for Germany will 
not be mad enough to postpone a surrender 
until her armies and her fleets and her fac- 
tories and her cities are destroyed by bombs 
dropped from thousands of American air- 
ships. 
The demonstration of the great Italian 
Caproni triplane in this country, with the 
discovery by American scientists of a meth- 
od of telling aerial direction by radio 
waves, says the New York Herald, “uar- 
antee to the Allies an endless stream of 
American battleplanes to wreck the Ger 
man artillery, blow up their munition de- 
pots, demoralize their transportation lines 
which feed the front and destroy their re- 
serve bases.” 

The Allies have said that they could win 
the war quickly if they could have limitiess 
battleplanes. Getting the machines from 
the United States to France and England 
has been the obstacle to overcome. 

To make the trip to England in an afr- 
Plane a continuous flight of 3000 miles is 
not needed. It is but 1195 miles from New- 
foundiand to the Azores, where an aero 
fleet could land and recrnit; thence it is but 
850 miles to lisbon, where another stop 
could be made; and thence 850 miles more 
to England. 

Only the other day an ordinary airplene 
flew 700 miles from Turin to France in 
seven hours and twenty-two minutes. 


The crossing of the Atlantic in the air by | 


an endless stream of battleplanes, and the 
consequent crushing of the German naval 
and military power, is no longer a problem. 
It is a certainty which awaits the nations.

PPOINTING A SUPERVISOR. 

California has suffered more than any 
other State in the country during the lant 
ten years from the high cost of government 
and grinding taxes. Reports compiled by 
the United States Census Bureau reveal 
that the per capita costs of State govern- 
ment, county government and municipal 
government are each and all higher in Call- 
fornia than anywhere else in the country. 
The burden is appalling, 

Instances might be cited in Los Angeles 
county at the present time wherein the 
volume of taxes has become tantamount to 
confiscation of property. Farmers cannot 
get enough for their crops in some cases 
to pay their taxes. Property owners are 
losing their holdings. This condition has 
been brought about through a debauching 
and debasement of State and’ county poll- 
tics and multiplication of tax-eaters. There 
is one judge of all bad politics whose judg 
ments are sure—that is the Deficit. There 
is a shortage in county funds amounting 
to more than one million dollars: and this 
shortage is only a single drop in the pool 
of the millions that have been wasted in 
extravagant county and State administra 
tion. The taxpayers are called upon to 
foot the bills at a time when all forms of 


expense are the highest in two generations 


and the war taxes are enormous. Some 
of them will actually lose their all. 

A political manipulator and wire-puller 
Has been removed from his seat on the 
Board of Supervisors by court action. His 
place is now vacant and the appointment 
of his successor rests with Gov. Stephens. 
The Governor is besieged by a rabble of 
political manipulators, persons who cannot 
earn a competence for themselves even in 
these times of shortage in man power, who 
are urging him to appoint another politi 
Clan of the Norton type as Norton's suo 
cessor.

Wearied with their task of making bricks 
without straw, taxpayers in general are 
raising their voices to the Governor in an 
appeal that he shal] depart from the prece- 
dent of his predecessor, who made it an 
established rule of his administration to 
appoint only politicians to office, and name 
as Norton's successor a man who has made 
a record in private life for business effi- 


them, men who have never taken an active 
part in politics and men who can be de 
pended upon to give the same careful 
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cent years, but who has been tending to 
his own business with that tenacity and 


ability that have commanded and won suc 
cess. 


Undesirable candidates are already push- 
ing themselves forward. Petitions are in 
circulation among the politicians asking the 
Governor to appoint such and such a per 
son by reason of the political service he 
has rendered to the State and county ma- 
chiné in the past. They are advising the 
Governor that political office should be re- 
served to politicians; that the Governor 
must look to his political fences now if he 
desires renomination next year. They add 
that business men are always notoriously 
unsuccessful politicians, and that to inject 
a business man into the State machine 
would be like putting sand in the bearings. 
One of the busiest of the candidates is 
Assemblyman Frank Mouser, one of the 
most objectionable of the petty professional 
politicians with which the State Legislature 
has been infested. Mouser always stands 
in with the machine. He has managed to 
live off the taxpayers of the State for the 
last six years, but his rations were reduced 
materially when an amendmen: was made 
last year to the State Constitution provid- 
ing that no member of the Legislature 
could hold another State office. He now 
seeks to recoup himself for this loss by 
securing an appointment as a member of 
the Board of Supervisors. 

Mouser is only a type of self-announced 
candidates who are obtruding themselves 
on the Governor's notice at this time.

If bread goes to 26 ceuts a loaf it 
will bring American cities so near to 
the point of starvation that they will 


automatically release the horde of 


non-essential labor that still clings 
to our overpopulated centers and it 
will low to the assistance of agri- 
culture. We think that government 
energies are being applied in the 
wrong direction and the American 
people will go clear through to chaos 
and back before we get fairly start- 
ed on this war if the government 
does not stop its attempt to make 
food prices tumble. 

Wo are raising wages in the cities 
to compensate for the advanced cost 
of living and in doing it are attract- 
ing labor from the farms. Raising 
yourself by your boot straps is sci- 
entific when compared with the eco- 
nomic farce of trying to compensate 
for declining food supplies by rais- 
ing wages to city labor, which is di- 
vorced from the land. 


tion is to advance the wages of farm 
labor. The way to advance the 
wages of farm labor is to remove 
the threat of price control on food- 
stuffs until non-essential labor 
elements of the population centers 
are first starved out of their useless 
avocations and simultaneously at- 


| tracted to the field of agricultural in-

We are shifping trainloads of 


| brood sows and milch cows to the 


slaughter house because of the lack 
of labor, and we are right now cre- 
ating a famine in butter fat and meat 
tor 1918 and 1919 which no amount 
of bond issues or flat money can 
then remedy. 

Government retardation of food 
prices is an opiate the after effects 
of which will be dire famine. The 
power over price-control given to 
the food administrator hangs as the 
eword of Damocles over all agri- 
cultural industry. There is timidity 
where there should be confidence. 
The threat of price control alone 
does the harm. 

Raisin growers caught in the pinch 
have recently paid $10 a day to get 
their product to the bins. Prospec- 
tive grain planters stand between 
labor famine on one side and govern- 
mental price restriction on the other. 

Supervision of storage and trade 
combinations are justifiable in a de- 
gree: but price retardation on agri- 
cultural products is a walking-back- 
ward proposition and is an out- 
growth of the false philosophies on 
wages and price taught by Him- 
formed labor unions of the country. 
Those false theories will not stand 
the test of war times. | 

Dean Hunt of Berkeley said at the 
start of this war that it meant Amer- 
fea must attract or drive one-fourth 
of her urban population back to aert- 
cultural pursuits, either as laborers 
or farm proprietors. If we are un- 
able to bring this about the time will 
arrive when the German or the Jap- 
anese government will be ordained 
ef God and coming events to show 
us how. 

‘The non-essential labor and wast- 
ed man power in our cities consists 
of about one-third the bank em- 
ployees, half the dentists, half the 
lawyers, half the printers, two-thirds 
of the preachers and 97 per cent. of 
the real estate men, and so forth.

If the administration does not dare 
attempt the process of starving out 
the ulcerated conditions of American 
cities it has but the one alternative 
of importing Asiatic labor for the 
western farms. Coolie labor an- 
other economic opiate, but along- 
side of the vicious theory of raising 
city wage scales to compensate for 
declining foodstuffs it has the ad- 
vantage of solving this problem, 
even though it plant the seed of 
some difficulties for the next genera- 
tien to handle.
